its iv'lert extent the moral injury done to 
France in the opinions of the world by the 
events of the ’rst two montbs. They have 
robbed France of the sympathy of her 
warmest fiiends. Even tho*e European 
pa.’ons that but laiely loved her and felt for 
her in her terrible ordeal regerd her and 
her people now. as a public danger which 
threatens to subveis by its madne-* all 
ex'st'pg institutions. It can be read in 
every Evuropcan journal and noticed in 
every public epecch.

Ard this terrible situation is, we tear, not 
ot airavsitory character, Let it not be 
ea.d thatthe dcviruction of a nation of 
thir y-71 < milions of people js smpos-ible. 
lt may appear to us so at the first glance, 
but when we look dceper into history, we 
see that itis by no means so. utterly out 
of the question. Doubtless the complete 
apnibilation of the Polish nationality was 
alco deemed impossible abouta century 
ago, when Poland was still en important 
power of Europe.
